Machine - L»t. ly Talk on Fire 

Matters. __ . 

There was a large attendance of fire¬ 
men at the Town Council meeting 
Monday night and when fire matters 
were taken up the following letter to 
the council, submitted by Samuel 
Wfatervelt of Phoenix Hose Company, 
was read by the clerk: 

^‘ToAhe Mayor and Town Council: 

"Gkntukmkn —We,the undersigned, 
a regularly appointed committee rep¬ 
resenting Phoenix Hose Company, beg 
to call yoUr attention to the unfortu¬ 
nate purchase of the new horse drawn 
chemical wagon for our company. 

“Mr. Thomas Decker, who supplies 
horses for the fire apparatus in Central 
firehouse, has no horses heavy enough 
for this wagon; therefore we recom¬ 
mend, that a suitable automobile chem¬ 
ical be obtained. 

“The following will show why an 
automobile is more economical and 
more serviceable. A team of horses, 
together with harness and exercise 
wagon, will cost about $1,200 and the 
building of a stable for the horses will 
cost $2,300. The chemical wagon is 
billed for $1,780. making a total ex¬ 
pense of $5,480. We are informed on 
good authority that an excellent auto¬ 
mobile chemical can be secured for 
about $4,500. Do not overlook the cost 
of keeping the team, which will be 
about $60 per month, and many weeks 
go by when there are no fires. 

“We earnestly recommend that in 
view of the foregoing and many other 
features that an automobile chemical 
be obtained for our company, which 
we assure you will be of great service 
to the town and prove beyond all cal¬ 
culations a most economical invest¬ 
ment

Chairman Unangst of the fire com¬ 
mittee said that he had decided upon 
making a recommendation that the 
council purchase a team of horses for 


wou 

hold oil on the matter until considers- 
ticn had been given to the company’s 
request,which was one that he thought 

ought to be considered. 

Mr. Albinson spoke in favor of an 
auto power chemical wagon and he 
said he would not vote to purchase 
horses to draw the wagon now in the 
company’s house. 

The characterization by the firemen 
of the council’s action in purchasing 
the present wagon as an “unfortunate 
purchase” w s displeasing to Mayor 
Hauser, who expressed himself as dis¬ 
gusted with Phoenix Hose Company's 
action in condemning an untried ma¬ 
chine The mayor said that ever since 
he had assumed office improvement of 
the fire department in equipment and 
otherwise had been one of his upper¬ 
most aims, and he defied any member 
- of the department to show where he 
had acted otherwise, in the mayor’s 
opinion the attitude of Thomas H. 
Decker, the livery man, showed a de¬ 
plorable lack of public spirit and enter¬ 
prise. 

Mr. Albinson took exception to the 
mayor’s allusion to Mr. Decker’s lack 
of public spirit and claimed that the 
| horse service that Mr. Decker had sup- 

C *‘ *i to the fire department was the 
t furnished to any volunteer depart¬ 
ment in the State. He said he had 
made many personal ’observations of 
the^turnouts of the firemen in reponse 
to an alarm and invariably the Central 
firehouse ajf waratus w as speedily on the 
road to the scene of the fire. 

Mr. Unangst indulged in some com¬ 
plimentary remarks about the work 
nerformed by the firemen, which 
brought forth applause from the fire¬ 
men in the audience and which the 
mayor promptly checked, saying that 
this is no lime for expression of appre- 
tion. I do not believe that the pur¬ 
chase of an automobile would be w ise 
at the present time, continued the 
mayor, it would necessitate employiug 
"two men )>erinanenlly M t a regular 
salary, not to mention the bills for re¬ 
pairs which «we would receivev Xo 
doubt many of the firemen would 
“monkey” with the apparatus, and it 
is well known’that ihe first cost of an 
automobile p* less than the cost of 
maintenance. 

Fireman Joseph Schaup asked per¬ 
mission to make a statement and it 
was granted. MC Schaup asked if the 
mayor and coundlmen were aware 
that there were times w hen Mr. Decker 
did not have horses in his stable and 
.in case of an alarm at such a time the 
fire apparatus could not be got out. 

The mayor asked Mr. bchaup why 
that if he knew of such a slate of 
affairs he did not report it to the 
authorities. 

Mr. Schaup replied that the fire 
officials knew of it. 

Chief Engineer Higgins when called 
upon corroborated Mr. Seh&up’s state¬ 
ment and said that the fire committee 
was aware of the fact. 

Mr. Murray said that the questions 
that had been raised involved matters 
could not be settled that evening, and 
his motion that the matter be left in 
the hands of the fire committee for 
further consideration was adopted.

The appropriation ordinance intro¬ 
duced by Chairman Murray of the fin¬ 
ance committee at the meeting of the 
Town Council on January 23 passed 
second reading Monday night, and Mr. 
Murray, calling up the ordinance, said 
that he reserved the right to offer 
amendments to it if it was desirable to 
do so before its adoption. The appro¬ 
priations named in the ordinance were 
as follows: Lighting, $21,000; police, 
$16,000; fire, $9,500; streets and high¬ 
ways, $22,000; poor, $5,000; interest on 
debt, $23,700; incidentals, $12,500; sink¬ 
ing fund, $9,300; schools, $52,000; po¬ 
lice pension fund, $532; total, $1715,52. 

Frederic K. Gahs of Park avenue ap¬ 
peared before the council with a com¬ 
plaint about the blockading of Jersey 
street by the contractors erecting the 
large apartment house on the south¬ 
east corner of Park avenue and Jersey 
street.

The law committee of the To 
Council on Monday night submitted 
the opinion of Town Attorney Charier 
P. Korher in the matter of the claim 
of Mrs. Fredericks for damages to the 
amount of $92.50 on account of alleged 
official negligence in not seeing to it 
that the town's fire alarm system was 
kept in projwr working order. Mr. 
Kocher’s opinion was as follows: 

“Mrs. Fredericks, one of the tenants 
of the building adjoining the Raab 
Hotel, recently destroyed by tire, has 
presented a claim against the town for 
value of merchandise owned by her 
which was destroyed or injured by tire 
or water. Her contention is that by 
reason of defects in the fire alarm sys¬ 
tem a delay of twenty-five minutes oc¬ 
curred in sending in the alarm, and 
that had such delay not occurred the 
fire would not have attained the mag¬ 
nitude which it did and that her pro¬ 
perty would not have been destroyed. 
In other words, she bases her claim as 
to the liability ofj tbe town on the 
ground of the town’s negligence in per¬ 
mitting the fire alarm system to be 
out of rejiair.” ^ 

“This question, Mr. K< cher said, was 
considered by the Court of Errors and 
Appeals in the very recent cose of Pat¬ 
erson vs. the Erie Railroad Company, 
and in that case Chief Justice Gum- 
xner, speaking for the court, said: 
“Municipal corjiorations are engaged 
in the performance of public services 
in which they have no particular in¬ 
terest, and from which they derive no 
special benefit, in this corporate capa¬ 
city. The persons employed by them 
in the rendering of such service act as 
publie servants, charged with a public 
duty. They are mere agencies or in¬ 
strumentalities by which such duties 
are performed, and the doctrine of ‘re- 
spondeut superior’ does not apply to 
such employment.” 

Another case cited by Mr. Kocher 
was that of Condict vs. Jersey City, in 
which the Court of Errors held that a 
municipality was not liable (or an in¬ 
jury occasioned by the act of a driver 
of an ash-cart, employed by that mu¬ 
nicipality to remove ashes and refuse 
from boxes and barrels placed on the 
sidewalk, in carelessly making a dump 
from his cart. 

In tile case of Wild vs. Paterson the 
Supreme court, Mr. Kocher said, held 
that a municipality was not responsi¬ 
ble to a member of its fire department 

who was run over and injured while 
assisting to haul an engine to a fire, { 
the aocident having occurred because 
the persons in charge of the engine 
had carelessly permitted its brakes to 
get out of order. “ The concrete prin¬ 
ciple established by these decisions,” 
Mr. Kocher said, “ is that negligence 
in the performance of public duties by 
municipal agents or instrumentalities 
intrusted therewith is not chargeable 
against the municipality. Apply¬ 
ing this principle to the claims of Mrs. 
Fredericks’ it is apparent,” said Mr. 
Kocher, “ that there is no liability on 
the part of the town for injuries aris¬ 
ing from the alleged neglect of its 
agents, charged with the duty of main¬ 
taining its fire alarm system, and that 
the town is under no legal liability to 
Mrs. Fredericks for the loss sustained 
by her.” 

a Town Clerk Davis was instructed to 
notify Mrs. Fredericks that her claim 
had been duly considered by the coun¬ 
cil, and that the town was not legally 
responsible for her loss.

The 
various sub-committees made reports 
relative to the various features of tbs 
proposed celebration. Matthew Me- 
Croddan, chairman of the finance com¬ 
mittee, reported that at a meeting of 
that committee the monument propo¬ 
sition had been a chief topic of dis¬ 
cussion. The monument committee, 
as previously reported, has pledges to 
the amount of $2,600 towards the eras- 
lion of a soldiers and sailors’ mona¬ 
ment,-estimated to coat about $6,000. 
The pledged subscriptions were, how¬ 
ever, conditional upon the balance be¬ 
ing raised by the centennial celebra¬ 
tion committee. The monument com¬ 
mittee will not place the order for tbe 
monument until the full amount of 
money required is in sight. 

The finance committee does not 
want te mix the monument fund with 
the general celebration fund, and it ka 
proposed first te find out whether or 
not the general sentiment of the publia 
is in favor of the placing of a monu¬ 
ment of tbe kind proposed, and if the 
majority sentiment favors^tht mona¬ 
ment a separate subscription fund will 
be started towards raising (money foe 
it and the flnanoe commute has a plan 
for putting that scheme in operation. 

There Is a large auxiliary of fwomea 
who are enthusiastically interested la 
the fact that the public achoolgchlldi 
are to lake part in the celebration 
if suggested plans can be putin opera¬

“The Men’s Brotherhood of the Wai- 
sesaing Methodist Episcopal Church 
and other members of that church, re¬ 
sidents and taxpayers in the Third 
ward, do protest againait th?transfer 0 i 
any license for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors from any other ward or section 
of the town into the Third ward. 

“We have long been held up to scorn 
as the ‘saloon ward,’ and with good 
reason, but we are determined if poi- 
gible that the number of saloons in (he 
Third war ! shall not be increased if we 
can prevent it, and we implore jroor 
honorable body to stand by us in this 
matter.”
